COUNTY PLANS TO 
APPEAL DECISION 


Court 
Rules Board Acted 
Without Authority In Rais­ 
ing Rate $150,000 


Sustaining tile appeal of the Birch 
oil company against the action of the 
board of supervisors in increasing the 
company’s assessment, Judge Z. B. 
West, of the superior court, today 
granted the Birch application for a 
writ of review of the proceedings un­ 
der which the assessment was in­ 
creased. 
Indications were, today, 
that the case would be appealed by 
the supervisors to a higher court. 
G ranting of the w rit w as based up­ 
on the showing th a t the supervisors 
had not notified the oil company of 
th eir intention to raise the assess­ 
m ent, which the company had asked 
be lowered. 
The court held that the 
supervisors had 
acted 
outside 
of 
th eir jurisdiction in ordering the in­ 
crease w ithout notice to the oil com ­ 
pany. 
Company Asked Cut 
T he increase in assessm ent was 
ordered by the board July 18, while 
considering an application of the oil 
com pany for a reduction. 
The Birch 
com pany asked th at its assessm ent 
of $1,153,045 on oil properties located 
in this county be reduced to $300,000, 
a cut of nearly a million dollars. 
W hen the supervisors finally acted 
on the request, instead of m aking the 
cut, they increased the assessm ent 
by $150,000, m aking it $1,303,045. 
The 
oil company 
then took th e 
m atter into court, resulting in the 
granting of a w rit of review by Judge 
W est today. 
U nless the appeal is 
taken, 
the com pany’s 
assessm ent, 
will, it is understood, stand at the 
original figure, $1,153,045. 
Will Appeal Case 
The court, in its ruling, conceded 
th a t th a oil com pany in applying for 
a reduction, 
placed itself 
in the 
hands of the board, subject either to 
a reduction or an increase, as the 
board decided. 
It ruled, however, 
th a t notice should have been given 
th e oil company th at the increase 
would be ordered.

SAN DIEGO, Oct. 2 7 .— Fifty persons suspected of implica­ 
tion in a rumored Mexican revolution are under arrest at Tia 
Juana and Ensenada, Lower California, today. 


Mexican authorities investigating the situation believe a rev­ 
olution was to have been started within two or three weeks, ac­ 
cording to information from a reliable source. 


Whether the plot which the authorities believe they have 
unearthed has any connection with the arrest of three men here 
Sunday with 230 rifles and 4 8 ,0 0 0 rounds of ammunition in their 
possession the authorities could not say. 


The men have been released, but the guns and ammunition 
are being held by United States federal officials while they probe 
statements by the men. 


The ammunition was said to have been intended for use 
by a motion picture company.

Size of Bridge. 
The bridge is to be 400 feet from 
end to end.

May Campbell, convicted by a jury, 
early today, of m anslaughter, in con­ 
nection with the shooting of her hus­ 
band, Jess V. Campbell, at Balboa 
[June 27, will come before Judge IL

to receive sentence, Monday a t 9:30 
a. rn. 
A penalty of not exceeding 
ten years' im prisonm ent is attached 
to the crime of which she has been 
found guilty. 
A fter deliberating 
nearly 
eight 
I hours, the jury, which received the 
case a t 5:35 p. m. yesterday, re- 
i turned a verdict at 1:17 a. rn. today. 
At th at hour the courtroom was emp­ 
ty, save for the 
group, 
including 
court officials, attorneys, jurors and 
the accused woman, directly con­ 
nected w ith the trial. 
Mrs. Campbell received tho ver­ 
dict w ith a show of keen disappoint­ 
m ent, mixed w ith resentm ent, which 
she directed particularly at A ssist­ 
ant D istrict A ttorney C. N. Morley. 
Mozley’s argum ent to the jury yes­ 
terday had apparently aroused her. 
His severe arraignm ent of her past 
life seemingly cut her more deeply 
than the closing argum ent of the 
district attorney, A. P. Nelson, pos­ 
sibly because she considered th at 
Nelson had shown m ore sym pathy 
with her predicam ent. 
In Partial Collapse 
“Oh, th a t m an Mozley, th at man 
Mozley,” she 
groaned. 
“I 
didn't 
think O range county would trea t me 
this w ay.” 
in a state of partial collapse, she 
was assisted from the court room to 
her cell in the county jail. 
Another to whom the result of the 
trial cam e as a shock, was Mrs. D.

ter returning to her hotel, Mrs. G ar­ 
vey is said to have given way to the 
strain and to have suffered a col­ 
lapse. 
A ttorney Guy Eddie, counsel for 
j the defense, today expressed surprise 
i at the verdict, which he characteriz­ 
e d as a “com prom ise1' 
basing 
lw 
, opinion on the evidence in the case 
and upon his understauding th at the 
jury, on the first ballot, stood 8 to 
4 for acquittal. 
“A verdict of m anslaughter,” he 
said, “presum es a 
killing 
either 
through gross negligence or in the 
heat of passion. Such a verdict was 
illogical in this case, 
in fact there 
was no middle ground. 
Raps V erdict 
“From 
the 
evidence, 
either the 
shooting was prem editated or else 
the woman was insane and should 
have 
beeu 
acquitted. 
Mrs. Camp­ 
bell, after firing the first shots in 
her own house, followed Campbell 
to the other house and fired again 
and again.

BLIND VETERANS OF 
FRANCE IN WANT AS 
PENSION TOO SMALL 


PARIS, O ct^ 27—France 
counts 
among her war heroes 2300 veterans 
who will never see the light of day 
again. 
They are totally blind. 
Tho French army was not equip­ 
ped at the outset of the war wlffT 
the protective devices known to the 
American army when It took the 
field, and her soldiers paid valiantly 
the price of a bitter experience. The 
majority of the blind were victims 
of gas attacks at the time when the 
gas mask had not yet come into be­ 
ing. 
Of the 2,300 blind, ecarcely IOO 
have enough to live on. 
They have 
received government training In va­ 
rious trades, but practice has proven 
the fallacy of the theory current du­ 
ring the war that the blind would 
be able to earn their living. 
Tho 
French pension law only allots 3,000 
francs a year to those blinded in 
the war. 
They are not classed as 
‘‘severely wounded” the latter draw­ 
ing 6,000 francs a year. Both these 
sums are insufficient to care for 
those who have sacrificed the best 
of their life, and a movement is now 
on foot in the senate to revise war 
pensions. 


SIK INJURED AS

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 27.—No less 
than four thousand persons IU Cali­ 
fornia will die of cancer this year, 
according to an announcement of the 
state board of health here today. 
Of the 4,000 who will die of can­ 
cer this year the state board says 
that; 
Sixteen hundred will die of can­ 
cer of the stomach or liver. 
Eight hundred will die of cancer 
of female organs. 
Five hundred will die of cancer of 
the intestines. 
One hundred and fifty will die of 
cancer of the mouth and tongue. 
One hundred will die of cancer of 
the skin. 
Eight hundred and fifty will die of 
cancer of various other organs. 
In 1920 there were 
3,780 
deaths 
from the diseas* and in 1919 there 
were 3,519 Californians whose death 
was due to this cause. 
The directors of the Orange coun­ 
ty farm bureau have taken definite 
action following the recommendation 
of the beet growers’ committee, that 
consumers of sugar in Southern Cal* 
ifornia be urged to use Southern Cal­ 
ifornia sugar. 
The growers pointed out that if all 
the sugar that is used in Southern 
California was sugar produced here, 
it would mean a saving of $1.65 a ton 
of beets to the grower. 
In other words, for every sack of 
sugar that is shipped into Southern 
California, one sack of local sugar 
must be shipped East. 
The beet grower is paid for his 
beets on the basis of the net price 
the factories receive for sugar. Con­ 
sequently the price received by the 
grower for his beets can be increased 
without in any way increasing the 
cost of sugar to the consumer, sim­ 
ply by having more of his Southern 
California sugar consumed in South­ 
ern California. 
A portion of the beet sugar pro­ 
duced In Southern California is sold 
here, and the portion brings the high­ 
est net price received by the factor­ 
ies 
due to the lower freight rates 
from the factories to the Southern 
California towns; but that portion of 
the sugar which has to be shipped to 
Eastern points, carries a high freight 
rate, thus decreasing the average net 
price to the factories. 
lf all the sugar produced In South­ 
ern California could be sold in South­ 
ern California as against sending it 
all to Blas tern cities it would make 
the price of 19 per cent beets at pres­ 
ent prices $1.65 per ton higher to 
the grower.

ASKS GENERAL POLICY 
ON DISCOUNT RATES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27— Formu­ 
lation of a general policy regarding 
rates of discount by Federal Reserve 
banks, from which there would be 
no divergence except in unusual or 
emergency cases, seem s desirable, 
Gov. Harding of the federal reserve 
board, declared in an address at 
the joint conference of the board 
with Federal Reserve agents and 
governors of reserve banks. 
Among factors to be considered in 
fixing a rediscount rate, he enumer­ 
ated rates charged by banks to their 
regular 
customers, 
rates 
for one- 
name paper bought through note 
brokers, open market rates on bank­ 
ers' acceptances, rates on treasury 
certificates, general business condi­ 
tions and the reserve percentage of 
a federal reserve bank, as well as 
that of the system.

Standardizing of Autos 
♦ -------------------- Fresno R epublican-------------------- ♦ 
Roger W. Babson, in his latest weekly trade com­ 
ment, points out some effects of the stabilizing of 
automobile merchandising. 
There are to be auto markets, he declares, In 
which cars will be auctioned off in open competi­ 
tion. This, he declares, will be a crucial test of the 
value of cars. It will bring to the forefront all those 
cars that have merit built into them, and will solve 
aside those makes that have been pushed into the 
public attention by sales methods solely. 
We can take It from this that it has been an ad­ 
vantage that the automobile manufacturing business 
has continued thus long in the experimental m arket­ 
ing stage. 
For the business of pioneering motor 
cars has brought out a great number of makes, some 
of them to be sure flashy, but a great number of 
them of such standard make that they will maintain, 
we can be sure, a vigorous competition on a basis 
of merit. 
There are today in the United States something 
less than one hundred makes of autocars. 
Of these 
many are just assembled cars, or variations of well 
known models. 
Somer are merely adaptations of 
standards. 
Some again are really distinctive cars, yet care in 
which the distinction is based on some merit that 
cannot control the acid test of use. 
The cars which really differ so as to appeal to 
distinctive demands, and which are so well estab­ 
lished in the public favor, and have such choice of 
construction that they can compete in any showing, 
will endure. 
This endurance test, however, will be 
severe, and will greatly reduce the number of (Ars 
to be offered a few years from now. 
Will it reduce the number too greatly? 
Will 
automobile manufacturing be put entirely on a quan­ 
titative basis, a few factories turning out all the 
varieties of cars called for on a close margin of profit 
that will forbid further entry of competition? 
While the number of makes will be greatly re­ 
duced. we cannot picture any such result. 
The mar­ 
ket will be standardized, but it will not be corner-

Odd and Interesting 
The motto. ‘Mn God WTe Trust,” 
found on all gold and silver coins 
of the United States, has an inter­

It was first sug- 
gusted by 
a Maryland 
farmer in 
1861 to Salmon P. Chase, secretary 
of the treasury. The farmer wrote 
that, as America claimed to be a 
Christian people, it should register 
some 
recognition 
on 
the 
coins. 
Chase urged the m atter upon con­ 
gress in 1862, and again In 1863, in 
these term s: 
“The motto suggested, ‘God Our 
Trust,’ is taken from our national 
hymn, ’The Star-Spangled Banner.’ 
The sentim ent is familiar to every 
citizen of our country; it has thrilled 
millions of American freemen. The. 
time is propitious, 'tis the bour of 
national peril 
and danger, an hour 
when 
men’s strength is weakness, 
when our strength and salvation 
must be of God. Let us reverently 
acknowledge the sovereignty and let 
our coinage declare ‘Our Trust in 
God.* ” 
A 2-cent piece was subsequently 
authorized on April 22, 1864, upon 
which was first stamped the motto, 
“In God We T rust.” In the follow- 
, ing year this motto was placed on all 
gold aud silver coins.—Detroit News.
